Op ORCHARD, OcT, §, 1892. 
BROTHERS AND Sr1stTERS: As I come before you to present my sixth 
semi-annual report, whicn’ will be brief, am not unmindful of God's mani- 
fold blessings which have been vouchsafed to us in our efforts to promote 
the cause we represent in its different departments. 

As we sit here to-day may this question come toour hearts with significant 
force: have we done all we could to advance the cause of temperance? If 
we cannot answer in the affirmative if we have not improved every oppor- 
tunity to save the fallen, and keep others from falling, then should we re- 
newedly plec ourselves to lvbor more earnestly tor the accomplishment 
of the object which prompted us to take the solemn obligation. An im- 
portant era in the progress of temperance reform is rapidly dawning upon us. 

Representing as we do, the leading temperance organization of the globe, 
we cannot afford to fold our hands in silence while the iniquitous liquor 
olivarchy holds any control of this nation. If we are faithful to the trusts 
conunitted to us we shail see the consummation of the irrepressible conflict 
in which we are engaged, Every day brings us a litde nearer the desired 
Roal 

In reporting: the Juvenile branch of our Order in Maine, I regret that we 
made more rapid advancement. Good results have followed the 
he faithtul few. There are many very excellent Temples, o1 a 
sbstantial basis; with devoted self-sacrificing men and women at the 
head At the time of our annual session, I was s nguine that we could re- 
port 125 femples at this time. 


Many Good Templar Lodges seem to be indifferent regarding their train- 
ing school, instead of being awake to its best interests. This 1s a mistake, 
for the Juvenile Temple is necessary for the nourishment, growth and pros- 
perity of our Order. I cannot and you cannot fail to see the result of such 
neglect on the part of Lodges. 


Lodges to whom [ have written regarding the importance of organized 
effort, have kindly replied, but in too many instances have not givena 
reasonable excuse why they cannot have the children organized save that 
the children join the Subordinate Lodge. On the other hand, many Lodges 
are deeply interested in Juvenile Templary, and are rendering assistance 
in various ways. » 

I am not prepared to give an estimate of the loss in membership who 
have gone int) the Subordinate Lodges for have not received the present, 
or last quarter reports from all Temples, but there has been quite a de- 
crease. Several Vemples have disbanded. In others, so few have been 
left, that Supts. have felt it useless to continue,

I had my appointments in every paper in the courty and also urged 
upon every veteran who had once enlisted in the Templar army to agai 
tall into line and remain loyal to an organization that was making the grec 
est fight, every way considered, against the Liquor Traffic the world has 
ever seen. 

The citizens became interested in the good work and it is very gratify- 
ing to me to report the labor performed and results obtained during my 
two months organizing tour through Aroostook. 

May: organized and reorganized 6 Lodges and gave 17 lectures, ad ling 
168 members to the Order. June: 18 lectures, 4 Lodges, and added 156 : 
members, 

On the first of August: after a short vacation, I again took the field to 
speak against re-submission of the temperance laws to the people under 
the management of Maine Geod Templars. This G. L was fully 
that the principles as supported by the liquor element of Maine, if carried 
to success on election day on Sept. last, would have been the most fatal and 
Rasunctive that ever sought admission into the politics of the Pine Tree 
State. 

With this fact in view, I bent every energy and every effort to arouse 
the Good Templars over the State to meet the issue of re-submission with 
a solid front. 

Repeal the Prohibitory law of Maine? Never. Its repeal would be 
heralded all over the world to the fact that the citizens of the Pioneer Proli- 
bition State of the Union had condemned prohibition. 


But thank God our opponents have beev completely routed over the 
State and the question is undoubtedly settled, for all time, that the true and 
loval citizens of Maine are strongly in favor ot prohibiting the liquor traific 
within our borders, both by statutory and constitutional enactment. 

_Alseady one of the distinguished advocates of re-submission, Ex-Gov. 
Plaistea is Sounding the alarm bell. In refering to this issue he recently 
said, “In Banzor and in Portland everything was subordinated to the clec- 
tion of sheriff and county attorney; the campaign was fought on the ruin 

juestion, and the result wasa slump. We must get there some other way. 
ere is food for reflection in the result.” 
As an Order numbering nearly 16,000 in Maine, we have asserted our 


ig hts, and taught the politicians of our State, and shall continue to teach, 


aware 
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them that prohibiticn is not a political foot ball to be plaved with at with 
but that men who believe in prohibition and stand for prohibition manfully, 
shall have our support. q 

Such support was readily given by every loyal Good Templar in Cum- 
berland County for the re-election of that stalwart and courageous officer 
who has outlawed the vile traffic in the metropolis of Maine, Leander E. 
Cram. 

Since the first of Aug. I have visited 5 Dist Lodges in the respective 
counties, Knox, Hancock, Waldo, Somerset and Kennebec. These sessions 
of our Order in counties mentioned were very well attended, on the whole 
and much interest shown; large public meetings were held at the Close of 
each session except the Waldo Co. session, where rain prevented. 

On the whole [ delivered about 20 lectures during the campaign against 
re-submission and was met night after night by large and intelligent audi- 
ences 

My personal relations with the officers of this G. L. have been very 
cordial and pleasant and in closing I wish to state I think the times are 
auspicious for a grand onward movement in the State. 

Let us move forward then, like brave and hardy soldiers in this war- 
fare against the greatest enemy known to man, and with God’s help and 
woman's help the time will soon come whén the white banner of temper-

The amendments to the Constitution proposed and printed in 
last Journal pp 4 and 52 were taken up and acted on as follows: 


To substitute in line 2 Page 11, Grand Lodge Constitution, for the word 
“they” the word “Grand Lodge’’— adopted unanimously; to amend Art. 
III, Sec. 4, by inserting in the first line the word “appoint an Assistant 
Secretary” between the words “shall” and “make” in G. L. Const.—adopt- 
ed unanimously; to amend the Constitutions of Maine by abolishing the 
Grand, District and Subordinate Constitutions now in use in this State 
and adopting the Uniform Constitution, indefinitely postponed; on mak- 
ing Past Representatives eligible to any office and entitled to all the rights 
and privileges of the Grand Lodge except voting on such propositions as 
involve the expenditure of money, or disposition of property, election of 
Officers and votes taken by Lodges, indefinitely postponed; changing 
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Sec. I, of Art. II], so as to read“ Males and fema’es may be admitted 
into this Lodge, but none under ourteen years of age,” adopted, 47 to 12. 
Vote doubted and second vote resulted in its adoption 50 to 16; change in 
form of appeals, adopted 24 to 3. 


At3-P. M. the G. L. took a recess and received Ivy Juvenile 
Temple of Old Orehard and Militant Temple of Biddeford ina bo y, 
under charge of their Supt. Sister Libby. They were received in form 
and brief and appropriate remarks were made by the officers of the G.

2. A person toenter the Contest must be a member of the Lodge, or 
Juy. Temple, not a public elocuticnist, and not jess than 12 years of age. 

No Contest shall be held with less than six contestants. 

4. No Literature shall be presented to an audience until it has been ap- 

Proved by the Committee on Contests, but selections from the book Plat- 
‘orm Orations shal} be admissible withcut exam ination. 

5. Three disinterested persons of mature judgment shall be chosen at 
cach contest as judges, to whom suitable blanks shall be furnished, ‘I hey 
must avoid a tic as but one medal will be awarded at a contest. 7 

6. The G. L. shall furnish the prize medals for all contests at cost price 
So as to insure uniformity. 

7. The prize for Sub. Lodge contests, shall be a silver medal, for Dist. 
contests a gold medal, and for Grand Lodgs contests a grand gold medal.

8. The winners of the silver medals may compete for the gold medals 
at the quarterly sessions of their respective Dist. Lodges, and the winners 
of gold medals may compete for grand gold medals at a time designated in 
the order of business at the session of Grand Lodge. 

9. Admission to the entertainments shall not be less than Io nor more 
than 25 cents. 

to. Che proceeds of Sub. L. Contests, after paying for the medal, shall 
go into the treasury of that Lodge, butin case the Juvenile Temple fur- 
nishes the contestants it shall be equally divided between the Lodge and 
Temple. Where there is n> Lodge the [emote muy carry on the contest, 

t1, The proceeds of Dist. Lodge contests after paying for medal and ex- 

enses of contest, shall be equally divided between the Dist. Lodge and the 
Lodge entertaining the Dist. Lodge. 

12, The Grand Lodge shall furnish grand gold medals and receive the 
proceeds at Grand Lodge contests. 

13 All monies thus accruing to Dist. and Grand Lodge Treasuries shall 
be used in field work to propagate the Order. 

14. No person having won a medal will be allowed to compete again for 
the same kind of a medal in the same vicinity, but an unlimited number of 
trials will be allowed a speaker fora first prize. 

15. No person shall compere fora gold medal unless they have wona 
silver medal, and no person shall compete for the grand gold medal until 
they have won the gold medal. 

16 A Lodge must order the literature ex mined at least three weeks 
prior to the date of the entertainment, and no medal shall be ordered until 
the date of the entertainment is fixed,

Once every four years our beloved Order has been accustomed to meet, 
Since its organization into a Grand Lodge, in this beautiful Forest City, at 
once the pride and boast of our commonwealth. So we meet here to-day 
to consider the interests and work for the welfare and upbuilding of this 
Grand Loage of Good Tcmplars, and by so aoing to seek to strengthen 
every Subordinate Lodge in its jurisdiction as well as to foster the interests 
and influence of the Kight Worthy Grand Lodge whose honored presiding 
ofhicer, known all over the world, we hope to welcome here. 

When after my election as Grand Chict Templar, I returned tomy home 


and received the consretulations of many friends, 1 told them that I was 
More proud of the honor than | should have been had 1 been elected Goy- 
ernorof Maine. A ycar's experience of the trials and perplexities of the 
Office has not lessened my ideas us to its importance and as to the grand 
possibilities which arc opened tor moral achievement to one in such a posi- 
tion, | have Jabored with band and brain for the advancement of the prin- 
ciples of Good Templary, and while | have not been able to visit District 
and Subordinate Lodges so much as | would have desired, because I have 
thought that the money would be better used in another way, still I have 
endeavored at all times to give the encouraging word where needed, and 
have done what | could to uphold the hands and ‘strengthen the hearts of 
the workers all over the State. ‘ 


ORGANIZATION AND ORGANIZERS! 

When I took the chair it was with the feeling that Aroostook county 
needed strengthening perhaps more than any other section of the State. I 
judged that a determined effort ought to be made to establish new Lodges 
in that vast territory and to build up those already working, 1 found every 


member of the Grand Council ready to assist me in this work and Bro. 
Frank W. Gowen has made that county the field for his efforts as an organ- 
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izer during the year. Under his earnest labors the Order in that county 

- has beew wonderfully strengthened and I believe that with a comparatively 
slight expenditure of money, we shall be able, especially since the division 
of the county into two District Lodges, to organize that county as thorough- 
jy as York County in the Westein extremity of the State has been. While 
this portion ol the State has been so he!ped other sections have not been 
neglected, 

In Penobscot, Kennebec, Piscataquis and Oxford our veteran organ- 

izer, Past Grand Chief Templar, J. H. Hamilton, has more than equalled 
the expectations of those who have known his work in years past and has 
added a great many Lodges to our roli and everywhere has infused some- 
thing of his own spirit into the work which will tell for good in the years to 
come. He personally superintend.d a large and very successtul grove 
meeting in his own county during the summer and found time to do very 
much temperance work outside of his routine duties. He has to-day, | be- 
lieve, more Lodges to his credit as an organizer than any other person 1D 
New England. 
Mrs. Josie R. Pollard has done very much work for the Order and 
much of it at very little expense to the Grand Lodge. In Knox, 
Lincoln, Washington and elsewhere she has organized and strengthened 
Lodges and her work has received high eulogy trom those sections where 
she has done most 

Mrs. H. M. C. Estes was given Somerset District and worked for some 
two months immediately following the autumn session. She established 
many strong Lodges and deserves the credit and esteem of the Grand 
Lodge for what she has done there. 


Bro. U. A. Caine made an extended tripin Cumberland District and 
succeeded in awakening an interest in many Lodges there. 


To these noble workers as well as to several Special Deputies who 
have instituted one or'more Lodges each, and whose names occur in the 
Secretary's report as on a rollof honor. | returnin behalf of the Grand 
Lodge the thanks of the Order for grand, solid work, faithfully done, an 
for sacrifices of which few know or understand, that they have made in ti) 
prosecution of this work. ‘The labor of an organizing deputy in the Stucte 
of Maine is not a round of unalloyed pleasure, pursued by pampered favor 
ites but there js hard work done, rough roads traveled, storms and mud d 
fied, and ridicule and opposition to say nothing of apathy to be encountered. 
which would daunt any but the most determined workers. 


OuR JUVENILE TEMPLES. 


Over and over again it has been said at our Grand Lodge sessions that 
our only hope isin the proper training of the young; and trite as that saying 
his no doubt grown I must repeat it again. The, large sum = which 
Maine Good Templars are Soe and yigiving for Juvenile Templary is not 
wasted. I believe that our Grand Lodge isthe most generous in this re- 
spect of any for in many jurisdictions this branch of the Order is required 
to be self-sustaining and is taxed as is the Subordinate Lodge. There isno 
call for retrenchment here but if we had larger revenues to use in this di- 
rection we could find a ready use for much more money. The expenditure 
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necessary that our Grand Superintendent might visit the Temple Institute 
at Findlay, Ohio, was not spent in vain. In every’way this work should be 
fostered and our leading Juvenile workers should Lees in touch with the 
foremost workers in other parts of the field. There is a vast field for work 
in this line in our State and if we could enlist our school teachers many of 
whom are with us heart and soul in the work I think much more could be 
done. Workers, workers, workers, that is the call everywhere and in no 
department more than in this. 


PROGRESSIVE WORK, 


The Subordinate Lodges in this jurisdiction have united with others in 
sending petitions to Congress for an amendment to the constitution of the 
United States forever prohibiting the manufacture, importation and sale 
of intoxicating liquors as a beverage. Nothing definite has yet resulted 
from this, bur I think the wheels an progress are moving in this asin other 
directions and though “the mills of God. grind slowly, yet they grind ex- 
ceeding small.’ Over and over again we may have to send these petitions — 
as in the early days men had to petition to Congress against the slave traffic. 
And the victory will come in our case as in theirs just as surely. 

We have done earnest work as an Order against the Druggist Bill, 
The grand victury which has been gained for temperance in the defeat of 
that infamous bili was not achieved without effort and tothe earnest_per- 
sistent work of our (;rand Secretary who was made chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Legislative Action, much of the credit is due. I believe that the 


Good Templars alone as a united temperance organization waged the war- 
fare, inviting other organizations to work with us. All honor to those 
senators in the leyislature who had_ the courage of their convictions 
and voted against the bill, Lam particularly proud that all the senators 
from my own county “cre counted in the “no” column, But we must not for- 
vet that the victory 's not yet finally desided, but that two years trom now 
the druggists will asun return to the charge, exery member of the Maine 
Pharmaceutical Association will again be assessed $to oo, and all other 
apothecaries will be urged to increase the fund thus obtained. The money 
from Massachusetts will again roll into the State and we must work as never 
before to keep our Order so that we may be able to do a greater work 
than we have done this year, for the struggle year by year will be w aged 
with greater bittern¢ ind the Pharmaceutical Association will return to 
the battle with increased and more perfected organization, 


NEEDS OF OUR ORDER. 


The crying need of our Order is a better organization and more faith 
in, and knowledge of, the Order by members of the Subordinate Lodges. 
The Subordinate Lodye is the true strength of the Order and unless the 
members have an idea of the principles of Good Templary and will rise 
above the petty personal gratifications and questions of personal privilege 
we shall inevitably lose in the estimation of the public, and we need to 
stand well with the public. Weneed more respect tor the power of the 
Grand Lodge. 1| do not hesitate to say that the Chief Templar of the Sub- 
ordinate Lodge in Somerset county, whoin the Lodge hall cursed the Grand 
Chief Templar because that official had written hima letter instructing

‘ 
A movement which is being carried into effect by Grand Lodges in 
several jurisdictions and one which woula seem to be very appropriate for 
the Good Templars of the Pine Tree State, is the building and owning of 
temperance temples as a central rallying place and a common home for 
meeungs Mc, during the vacation season. 
L.. of Michigan is to build a $3000 home or temple at one of 
resort parks this season, and the Lowa G. L. is erecting a 
ng at their headquarters, on their State Fair grounds, which 
will be dedicated during the coming session of R. W.G.L, 
Why may not the Good Templars of Maine have its temperance tem- 
ple, No doubt but a good location would be given us it we would erect 
a good building, and with proper efforts donations secured. Or a stock 
company could be organized and the shareholders allowed to control the 
rooms in the building according to the Michigan method, 
California is the pioneer and leading G. L. in work somewhat in this 
line, as it organized and sustains its G. L. Home for orphans in which it has 
been very successful for many years, and now shelters over 200 orphans, 
Maine Good Templars ought not and need not be in in the rear in work of 
this character. 


FRATERNAL RELATIONS, 


It occurs to me that for several years we have been somewhat remiss 
in our efforts to secure and maintain fraternal relations with other organi- 
zations in the State, especially those wholly devoted to the same objects we 
are endeavoring to sustain and advance, 


Therefore I recommend that a fraternal delegate be elected to attend 
the annual session of each of the tollowing societies, to convey to them our 
fraternal ards and best wishes for their success: Sons of Temperance; 
Womans’ C. T. Union; NonPartisan W.C, T. U; Templars of Honor. It 
would be advisable, where possible to elect those who are’members of those 
organizations,

42 THIRTY-FIFTH ANNUAL SESSION 
MAINE WATER AT THE WORLDS’ FAIR. Bh 


At our last annual session strong grounds were taken against the dese- 
cration of the Worlds’ Fair by the sale of intoxicating liquors, and our pro- 
test was duly laid before the powers in control. Thousands of remonstran- 
ces of similar character have been presented from other great bedies and 
associations, but evidently with no effect, for it is now understood ‘conces- 
sions have been granted the liquor dealers to sell intoxicants on the park 
even in defiance of the laws of Illinois. 

Some month ago we suggested to the Commissioners from our State 
that arrangements be made to secure and keep on hand a supply of Maine 
spring water in the Maine building during the Fair, to be free to all, so that 
the Maine visitors, and the sons and daughters of our State, would find at 
least one spot on the great park free from the pres?nce of the liquor curse, 
This we were assured would probably be done, but lately it is stated that 
the liquor dealers object to having water given away even at the Maine head- 
quarters, and the idea may have to be abandoned, tho’ our Commissioners 
hope yet to be successtul. 


Fiecto Work. 


In our field work, lecturing and organizing, the past six months we 
have deviated somewhat from the usual plan of devoting most of the time 
of the field workers to organizing new Lodges, and in addition have en- 
deavored to have every Lodge in a section visited and aided, especially the 
weak and dormant ones. 

The result of this plan has been satisfactory and I recommend its con- 
tinuance. ‘The fact is our State has been pretty thoroughly covered and 
visited for new Lodges within Jess than a decade, and now we need to put 
most of our work, for a time at least, into holding and saving our own, If 
we can save and hold in working condition our 300 Lodges and 15,000 live 
{axpaying membership it will be all that can be expected in our little State, 


and we shall still see Maine ledding all other States and countries in its — 
comparative standing in our Order. 


Tue ENFORCEMENT? LEAGUE. 


The Peoples’ Pro. Ent. League of which Bro, J. C. Stewart is Pres., 
and Bro, J. W. Mitchell Sec, and Agent, is being placed upon a firm finan- 
cial footing and will soon be ready for aggressive work of which there is 
crying need all over the State. Vhe Sec. desires immediate correspon- 
dence with temperance workers and all interested in the enforcement of 
laws, without regard to their party, sect, or society, for the purpose of es- 
tablishing branches in each county. Weas Good Templars must do our 
part towards helping the League get into successfui working order. 
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TEMPERANCE LEGISLATION. 


As one of your Com. on Temperance Legislation appointed at the last 
session | have performed a large amount of work the past six months in 
addition to my usual office duties, of which I can give you only the mere 
outlines. in accordance with your instructions, and also of the Grand 
Council, hundreds of remonstrances and protests were distributed through- 
out the State and sent to the Legislature, in opposition to the now noton- 


ous “drugsist bills.” which were such a menace to the prohibitory law, 
and which at one Ume gave promise of being successful. Thousands of 
circulars Containing objections to these proposed Jaws were distributed, 
and an extensive Correspondence kept up in many directions throughout 
the whole Jewisiative term. 


A genera! outline of the work done may be found in the columns of 
the TimrekanNct RECORD, our paper, during the past three months, and 
the acts of Ue legislature are now history. The only measures presented 
and enacted, which affected prohibitory law are:—reducing the penalties 
for transportution, which are stil left sufficiently strong to aid in punishing 
the violators; restoring the discretionary power to judges in imposing sen- 
tences for violation, which is a weakening of the law for the reason that 
while most ol our judges can be relied upon to see that the will of the 
people is carried into effect, there «re some who evidently have a leaning 
towards lenicney tor criminals of that class; and providing thatseized and 
forfeited liquor may be re distilled and the alcohol therefrom sold for the 
benefit of the treasury. 

‘Thus while the temperance workers were generally successful in op. 
posing injurious legislation and the prohibitory law is preserved almost in- 
tact, yet we have learned by experience of the great danger and the nature 
of the power which in the form of the best organized and most powerful 
combination ever known in Maine has for its object the defeat of prohibi- 
bition. And having learned this we are made doubly aware of the greater 
responsibility than ever before devolving upon the workers, and the neces- 
sity of a systematic, determined, and united effort on the part of all tem- 

| perance workers without regard to sect, party, or name, towards educating 
and influencing public sentiment in the State to meet the renewed attacks 
which will be made two years hence, 

In this contest and on this field our Order must as heretofore be found 
in the advance guard—in the lead—and this Grand Lodge must mark the 
\ path and suggest the policy for those who are willing to follow. In this 
} connection only one specific suggestion occurs to me now, which is the ad- 
. visability of arranging for a Com, on Legislative Action composed of mem-

" bers from all organizations in the State who believe in prohibition, which 
f shall propose, agree upon, and present to the next legislature such chan. 


k. / a 
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and amendments in and to the law as seem advisable. The demand for 
Some improvement in present methods, especially in regard to the conduct 
“of town and city liquor agencies, is urgent and must be met, but the rec- 
ommendations for such legislation, to be successful and appropriate, must 
come from and be supported by the friends of our prohibitory law, and not 
trom its avowed enemies. 


CONCLUSION. 


I am aware this report is somewhat Jonger than usual but I trustit Is 
Not so from useless verbiage or unnecessary remarks. The subjects all 
seemed to be of a nature pressing for recognition and are confidently re- 
ferred to you for your action. 

So I return to you again the charge so often annually placed in my 
keeping with a confidence which | trust has never been misplaced, only 
regretting I could not do more. Let us remember the admonition carved 
deeply in the memory of every Good Templar:—"“We are here to work, 
Let us do so, and thus advance our common cause anc honor God.”

PRELIMINARY. 


While all has not been accomplished which I desired, or anticipate, 
am grateiul that the seed which has been sown has borne fruit, Westou.d 
be very ungrateful were we to undervalue the labors of the faithtul Super- 
intendents, and a large army of boys and girls, who are being trained in 
the Juvenile branch cf our Order, qualifying them to be leaders of the 
temperance forces of future years. These Supt’s have worked unceasing- 
ly, without hope of reward, only that which comes from an approving con- 
Science remembering that, “In as much as ye did it unto these, ye did it 
unto Me.” 

Have you done all you could to advance the interests of our Order, on 
this ine? Have not some of you been unwilling to have a Teniple organ- 
ized in connection with your Lodge? Have not some of you treated with 
Utter indifference, this child of promise? lam not personal; yet { know 
by observation and experience, that far too many are at tault, in this res- 

ct. On the other hand, many Lodges have done nobly in assisting the 
uperintendents, and in various ways caring for the Temple. More than 
one instance has come to ny knowledge, where men have furnished wood 
from their own supply, to warm the hall the past winter. : 

I believe that the grand principles which our Order seeks to inculcate 
through the Juvenile Department, will continue to sink deeper and deepec 
into the minds and hearts, of the children of Maine. : 
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The reports which [ have received from Supts. since our semi-annual 
session have been very gratifying:- indeed better than during the same 
time last year. Notwithstanding the very cold weather and epidemics, 
which have prevailed to an alarming extent during the winter a large ma 
jority of the Temples have held meetings quite regularly. The present 
outlook is very encouraging. 


Ouk NUMERICAL STRENGTH. 


Many of our once flourishing, Temples disbanded after the law passed 
to admit children of twelve years of ave to Subordinate Lodges. ‘There- 
fore we lost the Temples and many Lodges were ruined by the change.

VisiTaTION. 


I have visited fourteen Dis. Lodges in eleven Counties, namely: Knox, 
Lincoln, Sagadahoc, York, Cumberland, Androscoggin, Kennebec, Somer- 
Set, Franklin, Waldo and Penobscot. I intended to visit the annual session 
of Hancock, and Piscataquis, but did not receive notice till too late, was 
also providentially hindered from attending the winter session of Oxford 
D. L., where had arranged to go. 

Some who no not understand the duties required of Grand Supt. won- 
der why she does not canvass each Co. and visit Lodges. 1 would gladly 
do more peso the various Lodges and personally awaken an interest in 
Juvenile Templary, were it possible, without neglecting office work. M 
report shows that have done considerable field work, and sometimes wis 
the days were longer so more could be accomplished. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS, 


First.—I earnestly recommend that each Dist. Lodge give a part of 
the day to discuss the Juvenile branch, and that a collection be taken for 
the purpose of supplying Temples with more literature than has previously 
been furnished, If Superintendents have a chance, they arrange for enter- 


tainments to raise money for that purpose, and to procure badges, They 
are doing nobly on this line. 


Second —That one evening in each quarter, (after the order of busi- 
ness has been called,) be devoted to Juvenile Templary, and where there 
is no Temple, the Sec'y. of the Lodge be instructed to send the name of 
the S. J. T. to Grand Supt. immediately after election. I also earnestly 
suggest that Lodyes be careful in the selection of such an officer, and re- 
elect where itis practicable, for frequent change is harmtul in its results, 
astime is required to quality that officer in order to become efficient. 
Where one cannot be found in the Lodge who will accept the office, one 


can be found outside the Lodge, who for love of the cause can be induced 
to join the Lodge,

representatives to instruct and encourage them to hold the banner higher, 


therefore we must enlist new recruits wherever we can and erect forts 
where none exist, thus planting our forces on new battlefields to supplant 
those surrendered or destroyed. Your recruiting officers have done val- 


jent service as their reports show, but to be conversant with their laborious 
duties you must take a few months experience away from home and dear 
ones after which you will no doubt appreciate more fully the importance of 
our work. I have been employed 54 days since the Oct. session, during 
which I held 66 meetings, addressed Sabbath Schools and other publi¢ 
gatherings, organized seven Lodges and two Temples, re-organized and 
revived several, visited every Lodge in Lincoln and Piscataquis counties 
but two, and a part of them in Knox Co., been present at four D. L. meet- 
ings, addressed over 10,000 persons in public meetings, traveled over 2,000 
miles, written more than 500 letters and collected for our Grand Lodge 
work about $150. and find myself deeply regretting that it has not been in 
my power to do something worthy the name and needs of Good Templary 
in Maine. God help our organizers to carry our noble order into every 
hamlet in the State ere the annual session in 1894, and grant that never 
one more light may grow dim or sword be sheathed until the battle is 
fought and victory won. Sincerely in F. H. & C. ;

To the Grand Lodge: 

Because of the work I am now carrying on in Ohio, a state cursed by 
the licensed saloon system, seeking hour after hour and day by day the de- 
struction of her brightest boyhood and purest girlhood, I am unable to at- 


tend our G. L. session. 

You can hardly realize how sincerely [ regret it, but I send fraternal 
and hearty greetings and may God bless every Brother and Sister present, 
and make this annual session of our Order one of the very best ever held 
in dear old Maine. 

In reviewing the work carried on by myself in Aroostook county I will 
briefly state that I was sent into the county mentioned by the G. L. for the 
first time on the first of last May, continuing in the work until July 2d. 

On the 7th of Sept. last [ commenced work for the second time in the 
county closing the campaign on the 2oth of Dec. ; 

I carried on a thorough and vigorous campaign for our Order in every 
town and at every cross-road in Aroostook and organized and re-organized 
in all 20 reliable and substantial lodges. 

I can only add that from one vast cemetery of dead lodges and weak 
lodges that were shaken by every passing breeze we now have a Strong or- 
ganization in Aroostook and a powerful Good Templary column marching 
once more and giving battle to the greatest enemy now inflicting the human 
race, 

lam fully impressed with the thought that no district in our state pre- 
seuts greater possibilities for the future success of Good Templary than 
Aroostook county. 

And our G. L. should not neglect the work in any form in that great 
county where our brothers and sisters are standing so loyal by thé princi- 
ples we hold so dear, ? 7 

One word more and I will close as Grand Lodge Lecturer and Organi- 
zer. I came to the conclusion thoroughly that the effect on organization 
without a firm basis upon which to rear the superstructure would be efforts 
worse than wasted, 

1 promptly refused to organize lodges in two instances in Aroostook 
County, simply because [ know in my heart that there would be no suc- 
cessful work after organization. ; 

Did I act hasty and unwise in the matter brothers and sisters? Time 
alone will tell and I think you will all say with me “organizations effected 
for the sake of organization will never bring us victory 1n.Maine.” 

Let no one take this as a criticism of his or her work.: You know it 1s 
not my nature to criticise and I hope that I may not be accused of egotism 
and State pride when I say that such lecturers and organizers as Bro. Ham- 
ilton, Bro. Caine, Sister Pollard and Estes are the equal of those employed 
by any jurisdiction in the U.S. 
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In my 1 mind, not any year in the history of our Order in the State has 
there been a more solid, thorough and substantial work accomplished, than 
the year whose work you now review. 

Pieasant indeed have been the days and months spent in the service of © 
the GL. And may the blessing of Almighty God rest upon vour libors at 
this me and give vou new life, new courage, and new energy to battle 
against the licensed liquor traffic with all your stength ind with all your 
force.

Resolved, That we have learned by #a0 experience that while many of our 
judges are temorable epright men, there are those on the bench whose 
syinpathies are with the rormselier, and who will favor them at every 
Opportunity. and portent thers to escape with a light fine, whereas imprison- 
ment would cause ther to dread and obcy the law. We advise every 
member to wotk earnestly for the restoration of the mandatory provision, 
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Resolved, That we deplore the looseness with which our present agency ij 
System is conducted, but believe that with proper restrictions and safe- 
guards, about it and more careful selection of agents, and the employment } 
of trustworthy persons as such, the abuses may be remedied, and the 
System made more satisfactory. .

The amendments to the Constitution proposed and printed in 
last Journal pp 49 and 52 were taken up and acted on as follows: 


To substitute in line 2 Page 11, Grand Lodge Constitution, for the word 
“they” the word “Grand Lodge’— adopted unanimously; to amend Art. 
Ilf, Sec. 4, by inserting in the first line the word “appoint an Assistant 
Secretary” between the words “shall” and “make” in G. L. Const.—adopt- 
ed unanimously; toamend the Constitutions of Maine by abolishing the 
Grand, District and Subordinate Constitutions now in use in this State 
and adopting the Uniform Constitution, indefinitely postponed; on mak- 
ing Past Representatives eligible to any office and entitled to all the rights 
and privileges of the Grand Lodge except voting on such propositions as 
involve the expenditure of money, or disposition of property, election of 
Officers and votes taken by Lodges, indefinitely postponed; changing
